THE GREAT FENIAN FIASCO ! 

FULL PARTICULARS OF THE RAID ! 

Names of the Killed and Wounded ! 



[From Correspondence. Toronto Globe, June Stb.] 

Clifton, Jcino 3. 

Wlion tho enemy was first signalled in 
sight, two milns from RidgBway, tho ad- 
vanced guard, No. 5 Company, Queen's Own, 
armed with Spencer repealing rillos, immo- 
diutely extended from tho coutro, vvhilu No. 
1 Company exteuded to the left and No 2 lo 
tho right, No. 3 supporting centre Bkirmish- 
ore, nnd ^o. 4 tho left. No. 6 were detailed 
On the flank. Tbeso weto afterwards re- 
called lo iho main road leading lo the rescue, 
took ground to tho right in four by six lines, 
fronted und formed support lo tho centra and 
rear of No. 5 ; this position taken up, tho 
skirmishers advanced ubeui a mile before the 
enemy was discovered. A halt was then 
sounded, and fire wus oponed by tho onomy 
along the whole line. 

Among tho first shots was that which car- 
ried its deudly message lo Ensign McEach- 
ran, of No. 5 Queen's Own, in chargo of tho 
4th sociion of Company 5, and who had found 
cover with his men under a rail fenco. Ho 
rose on his kuees and looked at tho enemy, 
when bo received a hall in the abdomen, 
which paused almost entirely through his 
body. He fell, with the oxclamatioD, " I am 
shot 1" and was carried to the rear. He was 
quile sensible up to the time of his death, 
and occupied tho last lime he had lo live in 
sending through Captain Edwards and others 
messages ol ufJeclion to his wife. He was 
attended in his lusi moments by the Rev. Mr 
Birwash, of Hamilton. He was sick, but 
would not be invalided previously. Just be- 
fore death ho remarked that ho had often 
dreamt of dyiug thus, and said it was realized. 
His death is regretted by the entire force. 
To resume, the enemy advanced on our 
right, occupying hiuh ground on tbo edge of 
the wood. The University corps, under 
acting Captain Whitney, being ordered to 
advance and exlend skirmishing line to the 
right, the Highland company further extend- 
ing to prevent their being flunked. The ftro 
on this part of the line was very heavy, and 
continued so, but as tho enemy foil back to 
their right, the fire was directed upon No. 6, 
which had ground to the left front, holding a 
road, orchards and farm buildings, on their 
advaocaline. The buildings were a strong 
position for the enemy, and was supplemented 
by a lane or road, from which lhey were 
speedily dislodged by a very heavy fire from 
No C Company, Cuirt. Adam. This place 
gave evidence of the Boverily of the fire which 
had been maintained upon the Fenians, for 
thero were quantities of ihoir accoutremenis 
thrown away — rifles, overcoats, jackets and 
caDteena strewing, tho ground in all direc- 
tions. 

As a circumsiance which is commendable 
and which proved of great importance, 
worthy of being repeated in fuiure engage- 
ments as a means of encouraging the men, 
the officers of many companies were seen to 
use Ihe rifle themselves, discarding their 
swords. 

No. Co. — 'he junior Co. in the battalion, 
familiarly called " tho babies " — exhibited 
gallant bravery and attracted the admiration 
of the whole. Alter this position had been 
retained tor some lime ammunition wusget- 
ting low, und while holding the position the 
right wing of the 13th Battalion of Hamilton 
was extended ami advanced to relievo the 
skirmishers. Owing lo their advance, the 
main body of the enemy aho advanced, their 
mounted leaders appcuring on the rnad, creat- 
ing ihe idea that they had cavalry who were 
about to charge. 

The Hamilton 13th battalion had by this 
time advanced and continued marching to 
within CO yards of the Feician liue, when in 
some unaccountable way they wete halted 
A few ol them, including several officers, 
nobly came up to the advance line. I he 
position ol Ihe skirmishers wus still main- 
tained for a short time, but, the enemy ad- 
vancing in lull force, the line was compelled 
to retire, and the retreat commenced, the 
men retiring sullenly and keeping up a sharp 
fire. 

No. 9 University nnd the 10th llierhland- 
BUflered severely from this time, as their po- 
sition was much oxp..sed, at a distance from 
the main body and quite at the rear, No. 1 
Company, under Captain I3rown. was or- 
dered to advunce to protect tho retreat and 
cover the main body ; but, finding them- 
selves unsupported and the Fenian fire so 
heavy, they were ordered to retire, which 
they did, keeping up a sharp fire on tho ad- 
vancing Fenians. 

It was at this time that Ensign Faliey. 
No. 1 Company, was ehol in the leg, and 
Lieut. Campbell, of No G. received a wound 
in the arm. Captain Buusteud, when the 
panic seized the men, which wus caused by 
the want of support und failure of proper 
commands being given by the commander of 
the brigade, was knocked down by tho ro- 
tri'aling men and trampled upon, receiving 
severe injuries in the breast. Ho was 
Carried by his company us wore most of tho 
wounded, by other comrades, a considerable 
distance, and exhibited, as did all tho wound- 
ed, a disregard lor their injuries. 

A retreat eon became inevitable, the 
failuro to seize either tho houses on tbl Hanks 
or lo deploy, making it absolutely necessary 
in order to eavo the column Irom being cut 
to pieces. The Fenian udvance maintained 
a very steudy lire, but were apparently 
checked by the fire of the retreating column. 

To re-ume our narrative ol tho retreat. 
The column commanded lo retrace thoir 
steps, repeatedly kept up u rattling fire upon 
the enemy, and made stands on the way lo 
chock tho advance of Ihe enemy. Tho exer- 
tions tnude by the gallant Major Gilmor lo 
preserve the organization of his regiment and 
effect un orderly retreat, was particularly no- 
ticeable. Tho exertions ol Ensign Arthur, 
No 4 Company, in the sumo direction, woro 
also very noticeable. He hero'oally appealed 
to Col. Hooker to halt tho brigade. He ul 
longlh took possession of the Colonei's 
horses, and, drawing his revolver, forced tho 
bead of the retreating column, ordering them 1 
to hall and lorm up lo arrest the progress of 
the enemy. The gallantry ol tho University 
company cost them very severely. They 
held their post until tho Inst, moment, and 
Hullered in killed and wounded mnro than 
any other company. We may also mention 
tho coolness of No. G Victoria and No. 8 
Trinity College, of the Queen's Own ; and 
particularly of tho Caledonia Rifles, which 
was very conspicuous. Theso companies 
rallied sovoral times and formed on thoir 
coverors In un orderly manner, as if on 

Earude. Tho York Company also deserves 
onorable mention, having specially distin- 
guished themselves in action, 

I must not omil to call attention to the 
bravery of a number of tho London Hcot- 
tish Highlanders who had volunteered to 
Borve with Ihe Highlanders under Cap!. Uur- 
diner, who, by the way, also deserves praise 
for efforts to maintain a bold Irout before the 
advance of tho Fenians, This gentleman, 
nnd Color-riorgeant LocKio, his tall figure 
conspicuous by Ihe gray kilt of tho regiment 
to which ho belonged, wits continually seen 



in tho rear of the retrentinr; ooluran, firing, 
loading and haltiDg to deliver his fire as 
coolly as if on parade. His eallaot conduct 
elicited Ihe warmest admiration from lite 
comrades of the brigade. 

While tho column was retreating, two 
members of tho University company No!), 
Queen's Own, Private D. Junor and Corporal 
Ellis, were token prisoners by the Fenian 
forces; the former whilst staying behind to 
attend to his wounded comrade, the latter 
being overtaken he knows not how. After 
being captured they were mnrohed with the 
rearguard of the FenianB as far as Ridgeway, 
where they met the main body of tho Fen- 
ians returning from tho pursuit, and after- 
wards marched with them to Fort Erie. Tho 
two goDtieuieu speak in tho highest terms of 
the treatment received at Iho hands of the 
Fenians. 

Ensign Whitnoy, of Trinity College, who, 
during tho action was in command of tho 
University company, their officer not arriv- 
ing in timo for the action, showed great 
bravery in leading hie oompany up to within 
filty yards of tbo Foninn lino, fearlessly ex- 
posing himself to tho firo of the cnoniy. 

Frivato J. B, Robinson, Trinity College 
Rifles, was Btruck by a Fenian bullet right 
over tho heart, but miraculously escaped, he 
hoviog n penny in his waistcoat pocket which 
shivered tho bullet in three pieces, leaving 
him only very slightly hurt and able to 
march with the column. 

Private Biscoo, of Trinity College, was 
slruck by a bullet, which took off tho but ■ 
ton on his shoulder, doing him no injury. 
About the last man struck was Ensign 
Fubey, Queen's Own, which was covering tho 
retreat. He was using tho rifle of a fullen 
comrade, und when he fell he was loft in a 
neighboiing houBO and treatod kindly by tho 
Fenians. 

.Several members of No. 5 Co,, Queen's 
Own, hud a narrow escapo from being cap- 
tured by tho Fenians through their perse- 
verance in remaining out among the very 
last of the skirmishers; Sergt. L. A. Rattray, 
Corporals Bland and A. T. Elliot only es- 
caped by the thoughtfulness of a farmer's 
wife, who supplied them with disguises, by 
moans ol which tboy ninde their way safely 
to Port Colborno. 

Sargt. Mcintosh, same oompany, had his 
reticle cut off, and was secroted for o time in 
a farm bouse. Sergt. Fosler, No. 7 Com- 
pany, was slruck by a bullet opposite the 
heart, tearinf his dress and grazing the skin, 
but leaving him otherwise uninjured. Privato 
Alderson, No. 7 Company, Queen's Own, was 
shot through the heart, and Private Tempest 
of No. 9, University R fles, was shot through 
ihe head while doing their duly as bravo 
soldiers. Private McKeezie also ol Univer- 
sity Rifles, was found dead in tho woods ; 
and Private Newburn, of sarao company, 
died from exhaustion. Theso were all honor 
men of the University, Toronto. 

Tho retreating column arrived at Port 
Colborno in the afternoon, tho Fonians hav- 
ing given up tho pursuit at Ridgoway Sta- 
tion. It was expected, however, that during 
the night an attack would be made upon the 
town, und all tho men were accordingly kept 
at their posts, to patrol tho streets and tho 
neighboring country. 

At 4, a. m., on Sunday, the column com- 
manded by Capt. Akers. of the Royal Engi- 
neers, proceeded by train to within two miles 
ot Ridgoway Stotion, from whence tboy 
marched north into the country until they 
struck the road leading to Fort Erie, pass- 
ing the battle-field of the day belore. Al- 
lbough lhey expected every moment to come 
across the enemy, the skirmishers march was 
not interrupted, and the column arrived at 
Fort Erio lute on Sunday aftornoon, having 
had a very fatiguing march with hardly any 
food, and without sleep for three days. The 
13th battalion, under Col. Booker, was left 
on guard at Port Colboroe. 

Fort Erie, June 3. 

This morning tho remainder of the Fenians 
left Fort E. te at 2:30 o'clock, buuled by a 
tug. The Michigan brought these to bay by 
a shot, took possession of the scow, nnd she 
is now attached by a hawser to the steamer 
and guarded by cutters Many of the Fe- 
nianB remain on this side scattered through 
the woods, and ara being brought in na 
prisoners. 

Tho whole of our force is now in Fort 
Erie. Tho Queen's Owu went dowo by boat 
this morning. Col. Peucocko moved there 
early, and Col. Lowry got in ut about nine 
o'clock. 

The raiders, I have ascertained, wero ac- 
tually moving on the Welland Canal, when 
they were stopped so gallantly by the Volun- 
teers on tho ndf/e. Ah hough our men re- 
treated, tho Fenians were hundled too badly 
to pursue; and, after taking counsel, and 
hearing that Fort Erie had been occupied by 
King's corps, they determined to escape, 
many of them throwing away their arms. 
They cleared King's small force out of Fort 
Erie after a brave resistance, aud then wuiled 
till the tug and scow were sent from tho other 
Bids. 

Dr King's leg has been nmpnlated on ac- 
cou nt of a wound in the foot. 

General Neil, tho louder of Ihe raiders, 
is described us o perfect daro- devil, perfectly 
fearless of danger. 

The Fenian prisoners say our Volunteers 
lougbt bravely and fired well at the battle of 
Lime Ridge. The raiders were driven back 
a mile, and it was only when O'Netl told 
them that they must either be hanged or 
shot, that lhey rallied and drove back tho 
Volunteers, whose ammunition had bejan to 
fail. 



The Fenian Prisoners. 

Twenty one of the Fenian raiders captured 
at Fort Erie, were on Monday brought to 
this city. Groat curiosity wus evinced by 
those of our citizens who happened to bo on 
hand to see real live Fenians. It was found 
— tho imagination to the contrary— that they 
wero neither elephants, hippopotami, chim- 
panzees, nor demigods, but ordinary human 
bipods, with about tho sumo characteristics 
of physique ami manner as ordinary scoun- 
drels of the human race. On arrival, they 
were ut onco conveyed to tho gaol. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock to-day, they wero 
subjected to examination by the Police Mag 
istrute, Capt. Prince, and Mr. John McNab, 
County Crown Attorney, who extemporized 
a tribunal in the gaol. It must be said that 
lhey are not a very hard loooking lot. McBt 
of them seem to be iho unconscious dupes of 
wicked men — carried away by blind but 
culpable fanaticism. A medal was taken 
frjm ouo of them, named Davis; a watch 
from Rev. Father McMubon ; and two oihor 
watches and balf-a'dozen pocket books from 
others. One of them, Norton, is Blightly 
wounded in tho loft band und right eye. 
IMPOSING FUNERAL PROCESSION. 

On Tuesday alternooo, iho bodies of five 
of the brave men who recently fell in defence 
of their country, wero deposited in their last 
resting- placo, with imposing civic and mili- 
tary honours. During tho forenoon, the 
bodies ol Corporal Dclries und Privato An- 
derson, wero carried in procession from 
their late residences to tho drill- shed. Tho 
flight of steps at the cast of iho shod, and 
tbo wall behind wero draped in black, and 
u platlorni was constructed in front for tho 
reception of the coffins. Theso wero exposed 
for several hours to allow tho citizens to 
viow the remains ol Iho gullunt men. The 
coffin of Ensign McEachrun occupied the 
middle und bout positions, covered with the 
Union Jack; that of Ci'poral Dairies was. 
placed on the right, nnd that of Private An- 
derson on the loft, each draped with tho 
banners of tbo respective Orange Lodges to 
which they had belonged. The coffins of 
Privates Alderson and Tempest (were plactd 
behind nnd above, covered with Hags, 

At 3:20 tho catafalque whioh was to cany 
the corpses to their place of burial arrived, 
and they wore pluccd upon it by tho. e-cort 



of tho Queen's Own who hud accompanied 
their fallen oomrados to tho city. The pro- 
cession started from tho Drill Shed at 3:50. 

CARRIAGES. 

Tho procession moved up Simcoo street to 
King, along King street to Parliament Blrcot, 
and up Parliament to SI. James' Cemetery, 
tho band of tho 47lb Regiment pluyiug the 
Dead Murch, und tho bolls of the city tolling. 
An immonso concourso of people thronged 
the streets, and ovory window along Iho lino 
of march was crowded by mournful counte- 
nandes. Tho shops wero all elosod, and a 
majority of tbo citizens woro badges of 
mourning. The procession was about half a 
milo iu longlh. 

On arriving at tho ccmctory, the coffins 
were taken from tbo catafalque and placed 
upon Iho stops leading to the church, and 
tho Lloydlovvu rille company ranged them- 
selvos on each side as a firing purtv. The 
burial service of the Church of England was 
read by the Rev. Mr. Grnsett, Roclor of St. 
James' Cathedral ; Rev. Mr. Boddy, curate 
ol tho cemetery chapel ; and Rev. Mr. Wil- 
liams, garrison chaplain. Tho musical Bern 
vice was conducted by Mr. Cnrtcr and the 
choir ol St. James' Cathedral, and consisted 
ot tho introductory sentence, "I am the 
resurrection and Iho life," chanted whilo the 
corpses wero being removed from the cata- 
falque, the nnthom " I heard a voice from 
Heaven," and tho hymn " Nearer my Cod to 
Thee." 

The service ovor, six vollies wero fired 
over tho remains ot tho dead, and they wore 
removed to tho vault of tbo chapel. Tho 
immense concourse then slowly moved away 
und dispersed over the city, Never, per- 
haps, has such an imposing funeral proces- 
sion been seen in this oity. 

(Special Despatch to the Globe.) 
Woodstock, Juno 5.— The funeral of tho 
lato Mulcom MeKonzie, of the "Queen's 
Own" cf Toronto, who fell in Iho action on 
tho 2d instant, took place this afternoon, ut 
3:30, from Cuttle's farm, near this place, and 
passed through the town to tho pl.ico of irn 
torment — tho Presbyterian burying-ground. 
All business has been entirely suspended 
since 3 p. m., to pay a last Iributo to the 
respected brave. A despatch from his com.- 
mantling officer stoles that ho fell a gallant 
and noble soldier. Tho band being at tho 
front, its services cannot bo secured. 

OltlEr FOR THE DEAD. 

Fort Hope. June 5. — Great excitement bus 
prevailed here. Tbo sympathy for the 
wounded and for the relatives of the (lend of 
the Queen's Own, is uuivomul. All places 
of business were closed ihis afternoon in lheir 
hooor. Bell's were toiling sud flags flying 
half-mast. Tho people aro enthusiastic in 
their praise of the Queen's O'vn.

Tho London Times gives the following 
summary of tho movements in Vanotia ; 

The Italian army has bceu divided into 
corps and reserves, making u fence of from 
C0,O00 to 00,000 combatants. After cross- 
ing tbe Mincio at Joito and other points in 
tho afternoon, and sending reconnoitoring 
parties towards Poschicra and Verona, thoy 
encamped lor tho night beyond liovorbella, at 
a distance from the two fortresses. On tho 
ensuing morning at attack was made upon 
those high positions of Donna Catupaguu and 
Santa CJiuatina, which command 15 miles ol 
the railway line, joining thu two strongholds, 
a position which played a conspicuous part 
iu the campaign of 1847. The projoet ol tho 
Italians wus evidonlly to tuke possession of 
tho railway, so as to isolate Pesohlera and 
seeuro a base of operations against Verona, 
The AustriauB, however, who were missed 
in great foico at Verona, sullied forth from 
that place at daybreak, anticipating the 
Italians' movemonts, nnd took up their posi- 
tion on the hills, which are now everywhere 
glistening with bastions and redoubts, and 
may be looked upon na mere outer works of 
the two citadels extending from tho gules ol 
one of those of the other. Alter a severe, 
bloody, and desperate struggle which lasted 
noarly a whole day — one of tho longest of 
summer days — tho Imperial army was vic- 
torious along the whole lino ; they stormed 
the summit ol Moutiverdo, thero the Italians 
hold out tho longest, and at the close of the 
engagement— 5 p. m.— they also carried the 
position of Custozza, a spot fatal to tho Ital- 
ian Hrmy in their encounter with Radetskv' 
July, 1848. The Italian and Austrian des- 
patches do not differ materially about tho 
engagement. No ostimoto can yet be formed 
of iho losses. The Times also bolieves this 
is a favorable momont for Iho diplomatic 
settlement of the war with Italy, and inti- 
mates that Austria would bo willing to sell 
Venetia for a sum of money now her military 
honor is satisfied. 

LATER. 

A great battle took place on the 27th of 
Juno iu Bohemia between the Prussians and 
Auslrians in which Ihe former were defeated, 
leaving their dead and wounded on the field. 

A battlo betweon the Prussian army of the 
Elbo and tho Austrians occurred on the 26lhi 
resulting in favor of tho Prussians.
